Retailers and wholesalers of cof- 


fee musl 'file a report before De- 
cember 31 with 
local rationing 


boards, lisling Ihcir coffee inven- 
tory as of November 21, the State 
OPA Office announced yesterday. 


Two separate reporl forms are 


provided for different 
classes of 


dealers. Wholesalers and retailors 
who sell roasted coffee but do not 
roast it Ihemselves musl report to 
the local board on form 
R-1202, 


which sets up three subdivisions. 
Small groceries selling less lhan 
2,000 pounds of roasted coffee dur- 
ing September, should report the 
store's gross sales of all items dur- 
ing September and compute its cof- 
fee quota on a basis of one pound 
for each $10 gross sales. 


A second subdivision is composed 


of groceries which went inlo busi- 
ness after September 1 and before 
November 22, for which reports an 
average daily sales must be made. 
All other relail and wholesale eslab- 
lishments are in a separate classifi- 
calion which must report the num- 
ber of pounds of roasted coffee sold 
in September. 
All merchants must 


compute their allowable inventory 
on the basis previously slaled and 
report on the actual amount of cof- 
fee on hand as of midnight Novem- 
ber 21.

Also Explains 
Change of Views

Allied Headquarters in Sorth Af- 


rica, Dec. 17 — Admrial Jean Dar- 
Ian flatly declared today that for- 
mllablc French fleet 
units at Da- 
kar, Alexandria and North African 
ports would join the British and 
United Slates fleets on the 
high 


seas to fight the Axis. 


In an exclusive statement to this 


correspondent, the former comman- 
der of all of Vichy's armed forces, 
now recognized by Lieut. Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisnehower as 
high 


commissioner of 
French 
Africa, 


gave reasons for his dealings with 
the Germans in Vichy the past two 
years and, in 'answer to a ques- 
tion regarding General Charles De 
Gaulle, Fighting French leader, ex- 
pressed the hope that "all French- 
men who arc able to fight the Axis 
will do it in close union." 


The pipe-smoking admiral made 


the formal statement that "French 
Africa, with the Allies, must make 
the maximum military effort 
for 


the dcfaet of Germany 
and Italy" 
and he disavowed personal ambi- 
tions as his motive for joining the 
Allies. 


Giving the first definite word of 


plans for the French Naval units 
whose aid will give a great boost 
to Allied Naval power, Darlan re- 
plied "yes, definitely!" 
To 
the 


question "does Mr. Darlan plan to 
use the French fleet that is left at 
Dakar, Alexandria and North Af- 
rican ports against the Axis" 


(Demobilized at Alexandria 
are 
the 22,189 - ton battleship Lorraine, 
four cruisers and at least one sub- 
marine. At Dakar are the 35-000- 
ton battleship Richelieu, damaged 
in 1940; three 7,600 - ton cruisers, 
the Gloire, Montcalm and Georges 
Leygues; three destroyers; eight to 
12 submarines; and 
the subma- 


rine tender Jules Verne. 
Among 


vessels in North Africa arc the 35,- 
000-ton battleship Jean Bart, dam- 
aged, at Casablanca; various dis- 
able four beached cruisers, 
destroy- 
ers and submarines and three sub- 
marines which escaped from Tou- 
lon.) 


In reply to a question "Does Mr. 


Darlan recognize G e n e r a l de 
Gaulle's national committee as rep- 
resentating any part of France," 
the admiral significantly did 
not 


close the door on union between the 
two French interests but replied: 


"I for the present time have no 


statement to make on the subject 
but I eagerly wish that all French- 
men who arc able to fight the Axis 
will do it in close union," 


Darlan indicated, however, that 


he regarded his authority as limit- 
ed strictly to North Africa 
and 


French West Africa. 


"Is Mr. Darlan's government to 


be considered as France's repre- 
sentative to the whole world — that 
is, does his government represent 
all the French empire or just North 
Africa and Dakar?" he was asked. 


"For the present the high com- 


mission represents North 
Africa 


and French West Africa," was the 
admiral's reply. 


Asked whether his government 


"plans any coalition with 
other 


French movements in the world 
so as to present a United French 
front to the enemy," Darlan de- 
clared: 


"My only 
scheme 
is to work in 
complete agreement with the Unit- 
ed Slates of America and Britain 
and their Allies to contribute to 
he greatest- extent to he war ef- 
fort."

U. S. Planes Hit 
Enemy Ship in 
Raid on Munda 


Washington, Dec. 17 — (/P)— Navy 


dive 'bombers sriking at Japanese 
ships and installations al Munda on 
New Georgia island in the Solo- 
mons, hit and damaged one enemy 
destroyer or cruiser, the Navy re- 
ported loday, while Flying Fort- 
resses engaged and destroyed 12 
Japanese Zero fighters nearby, 


The Navy said Ihe Flying Fort- 


resses were atlacked by Ihe dozen 
Japanese fithters near New Geor- 
gia island. The entire force of Zeros 
was shot down in a sharp engage- 
ment. One .fortress was lost, but 
its crew was rescued. 


One of the dive bombers, a Doug- 


las daunlless, failed to return from 
Ihe raid on Munda where Ihe Jap- 
anese have been seeking lo estab- 
ish a new air base. 


The raid was the seventh on the 


Munda base. It encountered 
the 


first enemy opposition in two days. 


The damageing 
of a deslroyer or 
cruiser broughl lo 142 Ihe number 
of Japanese ships announced 
as 


sunk or damaged in Ihe Solomons. 
The enemy's plane lossse 
were 


boosted lo 649 by destruction of the 
12 Zeros.

the Rzhev sector on the 
central 


front and the bloody repulse of a 
heavy Nazi counter - drive south- 
west of Stalingrad. 


The Axis armies, in waves 
of 


counter - allacks at Kotelnikovski, 
90 miles southwest of Stalingrad, 
atlempled to roll back the flank of 
the Russian forces soulh of Ihe Don 
river and Ihus to destroy the Rus- 
sian trap about Ihe Slalingrad be- 
siegers, dispatches from the front 
said. 


But the attacks, led by tanks, 


dive combers and motorized infan- 
Iry, were hurled back decisively, 
and the Soviels thereupon surged 
forward to occupy enemy fortified 
posilions. 


Axis troops were slaughtered in 


great numbers, Red 
Slar, 
Ihe 


Army newspaper, said. 


"Every efforl lo oblain their ul- 


tmiate objective was rejected,'' it 
added. 


West of Stalingrad the 
Soviets 


were said to be widening the 
al- 


ready broad barrier 
they 
had 


created betweeiijthe, Nazis on the 
Don steppes and those trapped be- 
fore Stalingrad. 


Two battalions of German infan- 


try were declared wiped out and 
24 enemy-tanks destroyed as the 
Russian drive on the central fronl 
rolled over seven more villages. A 
dispatch 
said that the 
entire 14lh 
German motorized division, which 
once numbered 20,000 
men 
had 


been deslroyc'd since'the Russians 
began their offeris'ive west of Mos 
cow. 


(Kotelnikovski, or Verkhen-Kum- 


sky, is on the railway into the Cau- 
casus. English 
maps 
variously 


carry it as Kotelnikovo and Kotcn 
ikovskaya.) 


On another sector of the soulh- 


weslcrn flank, Ihe noon communi- 
que slaled, Soviet tanks pursued 
and clashed with German lank oul- 
fils, deslroying nine of the Nazi 
armored giants, 11 anti-tank .guns 
and 14 trucks. 


The central fronl aclion saw the 


Russians dislodging the 
Germans 


from one of their strong points and 
then smashing ahead to clear them 
from five populated 
places, 
the 


noon communique said. 


Among the vast damage done to 


the Germans all along Ihe front 
during the night of Dec. 16-17, the 
noon communique listed al least 
3,250 killed, 31 planes 
destroyed 


and 19 tanks put out of aclion

ing vessel and struck an enemy

Washington, Dec. 17 — (/P)— The 


Army and Navy annonuced plans 
today to contract for college facil- 
ities at which unqualified young men 
estimated to number 250,000 will 
be detailed for training in a uni- 
form-and-pay system which grad- 
ually is'to supplant the college re- 
servist arrangement. 


The 250,000 figure, which is an es- 


timate of qualified persons 
who 


can not be quoted by amc, would 
represent nearly a third of 
the 


nation's presently shrinking male 
college population. 


Training for 
specialist 
assiglv 


ments or as officers will be pro 
vided in these institutions, a joint 
announcement 
said, Candidates for 
the training so far as the army is 
concerned must come from the en- 
listed ranks or exisiing reserves, 
while youlhs in civilian life may 
be enrolled under the Navy's phase 
of the program. 


Generally, said War 
Secretary 


Stimson and Navy Secretary Knox, 
the program is designed to main- 
tain a steady flow of young men 
suilable for specialized education- 
al technical training for the Army, 
Guard.

covery which could be carried out 
at little expense compared to the 
increase in dollars and cents from 
the additional recovery of oil. 


This large amount of oil will be- 


come largely irrecoverable 
and

alty owners and the st ate through 
early abandonment of the fields un- 
less secondary recovery methods 
are adopted. 


Many wildcats probably would 


have to be drilled to tap a reserve 
as large as that lo be found in the 
Smackover field, or a number of 
the other old fields Federal author- 
ities are taking an active interest 
in secondary recovery efforts, and 
it is quite possible that if it be- 
comes necessary to turn to such 
practices lo sustain the war effort, 
equipment may be made available 
as quickly as in the case of wildcat 
development. 


There is the further possibility of 


disruption of South Arkansas econ- 
omy in efforts to meet the demand 
for crude. Calls for heavy with- 
drawals of Arkansas crude could in 
time, unless more oil became avail- 
able, threalen Ihe source of sup- 
ply of refineries within the stale. 


Bolh for the purpose of meeting

Ihe future, Arkansas should be lak- 
ing sleps lo clear the decks foi 
launching of a slatewide secondao 
recovery program.

les," Herbert Hoover proposes the 
peace making at the end of the 
wnr should be divided into two 
stages 
"a preliminary declared 


peace, to be followed by a cooling 
off and deliberate period for the 
major questions." 


The former president, who out- 


lined his two step post-war peace 
plan in a broadcast address last 
night before the Executives Club, 
said the first of 
these 
stages 


should be "an instant 'conditional 
peace' that will turn the world to- 
ward 
political, 
economic 


and spiritual recovery without the 
delays of last time." 


In the second step, he proposed 


that "the world should lake time 
to cool off and work out one by one 
and separately the solutins 
for 


lasting peace." 


Hoover suggested that to accom- 


plish the purposes of the proposal, 
the United Nations should agree in 
advance to terms of a conditional 
peace and a subsequent program, 
and also should impose and enforce 
the conditional peace. He outlined 
six points which he said should be 
included in the declaration of condi- 
tional peace, and added that "there 
will be a host of gigantic problems 
to be solved afterwards."

U.S. Condemns 
Treatment of 
Jews by Nazis 


Washington, Dec. 17 -H/P)— The 


United Stales today joined other 
Uniled Nations 
governments 
in 


condemning 
Germany's 
"bestial 


policy of cold-blooded extermina- 
tion", of the Jews and in pledging 
that those responsible "shall not 
escape retribution." 


In announcing the move the state 


department 
said 
reports 
from 


Europe indicated that German au- 
thorities, passing beyond the stage 
of ordinary persecution, "are now 
carrying into effect Hitler's oft re- 
peated intention to exterminale Ihe 
Jewish people in Europe." 


The announcemenl described Po- 


land as "the principal Nazi slaugh- 
ter house," where Ghettos estab- 
lished by the Germans now are 
being systematically emptied of all 
Jews except a few skilled workers 
valuable to the war industries. It 
added:

heard of again. 
The

bodied are slowly worked to death 
in labor camps. The infirm are 
left to die of exposure and starva- 
tion or are deliberately massacred 
in mass executions. The number of
